The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS 

5. (currently amended) The apparatus (1) according to claim 3, wherein the inlet 
opening and/or outlet opening of the first heating element (8) is further provided with a flap for 
closing the inlet opening and/or outlet o pening of the first heating element (8). 

In addition, previously presented claim 12 was inadvertently omitted from the response filed on 
September 18,2008: 

12. (currently amended) The apparatus (1) according to claim 1 , wherein the flow 
of matter (4) flows in the first converter in a counterflow direction relative to the flow of matter 
(4) in the second converter. 

IN THE SPECIFICATION 

The paragraph beginning at line 3, on page 12, has been amended as follows: 

In the "normal" operating phase, the reformer 1 is operated, such that in 
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the region of an outlet opening 1 1 , through which the flue gas partial flow 6a 
flows out of the reformer 1, a flap (not shown) for closing the outlet opening 1 1 is 
provided. The corresponding flap is controlled, for example, by means of a 
control unit. The latter can detect an operating temperature of the reformer 1 
particularly by means of temperature sensors. Alternatively, also the [[non-]] 
illustrated flap also can be closed in the region of the outlet opening 1 1 after a 
time period provided by the control unit.
